Afoteinbly Bill No. 67—An Act to 
authorize the Board of Supervisors of 
I/» Angeles county to locate and build 
a bridge across the Santa Ana river, 
in Los Angeles county, and to issue 
bonds for tiie payment of the «ame— 
vas referred to the Committee on 
Roads and Highways. 
Mr. Bush presented a petition from 
ultizens of Los Angeles county, pray­ 
ing the Legislature to amend Bee. 977 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, so far 
as the same relates to that county, by 
Inserting after the words “Justice or 
Judge,” the words “and Constable,” 
ao that the party appealing from a 
Judgment rendered in Justices' Courts 
shall be required to pay the Constables’ 
feo in such action as a condition prece­ 
dent to the granting of the appeal. 
Referred to the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee.Mr. Bush, from the Committee on 
Engrossment, reported that Benate 
Bill No. 119, and Benate Concurrent 
Resolution No. 29, are eorreetly en­ 
grossed.

early in the week with considerable 
gold, and report water sufficient for 
sluieing with, and good prospects for 
its continuance.

If the present warm weather con­ 
tinues, ao that the snow en the moun­ 
tains will melt, the Bashford Mining 
Company and the hydraulic claims of 
Loveioy and Smith, and Marcutt,will 
be able to commence work in a few 
days. 
Messrs. Duff & Jones, from the Has- 
sayampa, were in town this morning 
with four ounces which they had taken 
out w ith a rocker. They commence 
sluicing next week. 
There 1b snow enough in the Sierra 
Prietas now to keep water ruuuing for 
several weeks, but more would not 
come amiss.

In 
the way ef attacking some virtuous 
woman, reviling the wife or daughter 
of a respectable citizen, putling a cloud 
on the reputation of some orphans, or 
any light job of toat sort, they are 
very nearly up to his standard. It the 
Time» ever praised anybody who had 
not been guilty of some crime, it was 
probably done for a consideration.”

Plump, ripe cherries, of second 
growth, were picked from the tree in 
Dobbins' orchard, Brown's Valley, 
January 8th. 
Now is time to transplant trees, and 
every one who Intends putting eut au 
orchard or renewingan old one, should 
lose no time in performing the work. 
The Mountaineer says: "The coun­ 
ties in Oregon, east of the Cascade 
range ef mountains, will next Spring 
clip the wool from one hundred thous­ 
and sheep.” 
The Calaveras Chronicle says: 
“Judging from our own observation 
and information gained from other 
sources, wo have no hesitancy in say­ 
ing that fully one-third more acres 
will be laid down in grain this year 
than ever before.” 
The anticipated yield of wheat on 
the Glenn Ranch, Colusa eounty this 
year is 1,000,000,090 bushels, from 40,­ 
000 acres. At S00 tens per Large load, 
on the Sacramento river, it will take 
one steamer two veers to deliver it in 
Ban Francisco, allowing one trip per 
week.

I n reply to our editorial allusion to 
Senator Bush’s bill authorizing the 
city of Los Angeles to issue bonds for 
the purpose of ^ y in g for right-of-way

This time it is the sooty Sen­ 
ator from Louisiana, who is to go 
through the farce of having his elec­ 
tion examined into.

Local Correspondence. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : —The 
effort to 
procure the passage of an act of the 
Legislature, to authorize the city to 
issue some $13,000 of its bomb to cer­ 
tain parties in payment of the pur­ 
chase money for lands for depot and 
machine shop purposes is, I take it, a 
subject of legitimate discussion. 
I am not aware that it is intended to 
submit the question to a vote of the 
people of the city. 
Judging from the 
manner in which the business of this 
ring and tax-ridden city has hereto­ 
fore been conducted, it may fairly be 
inferred that the City Council has not 
caused such a proviso to lie inserted in 
Senator Bush’s bill now pending. 
It is not creditable to the manage­ 
ment of our “public-spirited citizens” 
that a city of 12,000 inhabitants should 
lie groaning under a debt of more than 
half a million dollars without ade­ 
quate consideration, and it behooves 
the people to see that 110 additional 
burdens are unfairly imposed 011 them. 
There are several objections to the 
little scheme of our “public-spirited 
citizens” to raise $13,000 out of our 
city treasury, and which I will briefly 
state as follows: 
First, the people never authorized 
the “public spirited citizens” to pur­ 
chase the property designated for De­ 
pot and Shop purposes. 
Second, the property was purchased 
by these “public spirited citizens” 011 
their own motion, with the view of 
enhancing the value of their own 
property located in the

Third, a better location could have 
been made, and the necessary amount 
of land secured at little or 110 cost. 
Fourth, the people were not consult­ 
ed in the location of the Depot and 
Machine Shop grounds. 
Fifth, the people are under no moral 
or legal obligation to aid these “public 
spirited gentlemen,” to the amount of 
$13,000, or any amount, in advancing 
their private speculations. 
Mr. Editor, the people are becming 
disgusted with the shams and tricks of 
public spirited citizens, whose reputa­ 
tion for disinterested efforts to build 
up our city is always subordinate to 
their private interest.

B u n k er H ill. 


A little over a year more, and the 
100th anniversary of the Rattle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. 
A little 
band of heroes, then inaugurated u 
struggle, which brought untold results.

Killlai ef Reman. 


On Saturday night a Mexican named 
Anisette Roman was killed at Calaba- 
sas Cañón by M. J. Banks, who claims 
th at he did the deed in self-defense. 
Tuesday, Justice Trafford proceeded to 
the scene of the homicide and held an 
inquest on the body. 
The following is the most important 
of the testimony: 
Lawrence H. Woodruff,sworn—First 
tim e I saw deceased was on Sunday 
evening, between 5 and 6 o'clock. He 
came to his death by being shot by M. 
J. Banks. I was in the house at the 
ti me. Banks went out with a rifle and 
six-shooter, and afterwards returned 
and told me to go and see what he had 
done. It m ight have been a minute 
or more from the tim e Banks left the 
house until the man was shot. I heard 
no words nor any dispute between 
them. W hen I went out I found de­ 
ceased with his clothes on fire. De­ 
ceased had a pistol cocked lying un 
der his head. The conversation that 
passed between me and Banks was 
that he (Banks) had fixed him so that 
he would not run after him any more, 
I heard seven shots tired close by. 1 


think the revolver that Banks had was 
louded when he left the house, and all 
the loads were discharged wheu he re­ 
turned, which was a minute or more. 
The shots were tired iu rapid succes­ 
sion. 
George W. Ringle 
deposed thut 
Banks told him thut he had shot de­ 
ceased, and that bo heard sevjm shots, 
more or less. 
Witness hoanraecaeas- 
ed $ay, after the first shot, "Que hay, 
hombre?" 
A rthur Rogers was in the house and 
heard seven shots. When Banks re­ 
turned ho said the man had been hunt­ 
ing for him and he guessed he had 
found him after the first shot was 
fired. 
■ 
Jose de Valenzuela testified that the 
reason deceased had left his house, 
Sunday evening, was to drive some 
horses outside the fence. 
Juan Roberts deposed that deceased 
worked for him, and that he was 
named Anisetto Roman, aged 35 or 36 
years, and a native of Texas. 
The jury returned a verdict that the 
deceased came to his death by reason 
uf gunshot wounds, and that it is their 
belief that M. J. Bunks is the person 
who inflicted the wounds. 


An Assault. 


W hile the proprietor and editor of 
this paper was going quietly along on 
his business, not proposing to attend 
to th at of any one else, Dr. Griffin 
culled to him. He courteously waited 
to hear what he might have to say. 
Upon coming up the Doctor said, "You 
hud the courtesy to notice me in your 
paper, this morning." The proprietor 
said "Yes," when the Doctor, with 
his cane, struck at hiin. The cape was 
snatched from his hands and the Doc­ 
tor taken by the whiskers UQtil he 
subsided. Then, after being let alone, 
tiie Doctor had the courage to draw 
his pistol, when the proprietor, not be­ 
ing desirous of having a bullet put 
through him, nor fllliug an untimely 
grave, took leg bail.
